I am one of the fellows who made the world safe for Democracy. What a crazy 
thing that was. I fought and I fought but I had to go anyway. I was called in Class A. 

The next time I want to be in Class B. Be here when they go, and be here when they 
come back. 

The day I went to camp I guess they didn’t think I’d live long. The first fellow I 
saw wrote on my card “Flying Corps.*’ I went a little further and some fellow said, 
“Look what the wind blew in.’’ I said, “Wind nothing, the draft did it.*’ On the sec¬ 
ond morning they put these clothes on me. What an outfit.’ As soon as you’re in it 
you think you can fight anybody. They have two sizes. Too small and too big. The 
pants are so tight I can’t sit down. The shoes are so big I turned around three times 
and they didn’t move. And what a rain coat they gave me. It strained the rain. I 
passed an officer all dressed up with a funny belt and all that stuff. He said, calling 
after me, “Didn’t you notice my uniform when you passed?’’ I said, “Yes. What are 
you kicking about, look what they gave me.*’ 

Oh, it was nice.* Five below one morning they called us out for underwear inspec¬ 
tion. You talk about scenery - red flannels, BVD’s, all kinds, and told me to stand up. 

I said, “I am up, sir, this underwear just makes you think I’m sitting down.’* He got 
so mad he put me out digging a ditch. A little while later he passed me and said, “Don’t 
throw that dirt up here.’’ I said, “Where am I going to put it?’’ He said, “Dig another 
hole and put it there.** 

Three days later we sailed for France. Marching down the pier I had more bad 
luck. I had a Sergeant who stuttered and it took him so long to say, “Halt** that 27 of 
us marched overboard. They pulled us out and lined us up on the pier and the Captain 
came by and said, “Fall in! *’ I said, “I have been in. Sir.** 

I was on the boat 12 days, nothing going down and everything coming up. Leaned 
over the railing all the time. In the middle of one of my best leans the Captain rushed 
up to me and said, “What company are you in?’* I said, “I’m all by myself.’* Talk 
about dumb people. I said to one of the fellows, “I guess we dropped the anchor.’’ He 
replied, “I knew we would lose it, it’s been hanging out ever since we left New York.’’ 

Well, we landed in France, we were immediately sent to the trenches. After three 
nights in the trenches, the cannons started to roar and the shells started to burst. I 
was shaking with patriotism. I tried to hide behind a tree but there weren’t enough for 
the officers. The captain came around and said, “Five o’clock we go over the top.*’ I 
said, “Captain, I’d like to have a word with you.** He said, “Well, what is it?’’ I said, 
“Captain, I’d like to have a furlough.*’ He said, “Haven’t you any red blood in you?*’ 

I said, “Yes, but I don’t want to see it.’’ 

Five o’clock we went over the top. 10,000 Austrians came at us. The way they 
looked at me you’d think I was the one who started the war. Our Captain yelled, “Fire 
at will.** But I didn’t know any of their names. I guess the fellow behind me thought I 
was Will. He fired his gun and shot me in the excitement.

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One of the nine counties in North Dakota to boast a state-supported 
institution of higher learning, Dickey County is fortunate in having the 
State Normal and Industrial College located within its borders. The N-I 
is nationally recognized as one of the finest industrial education colleges 
in the country and also serves the southeastern part of the state through 
normal, commercial, junior college and farm machinery departments. 

Now composed of nine permanent buildings on an attractively land¬ 
scaped campus, the college proposed to expand during the next few years 
with a new industrial arts building and a men’s dormitory. Housing for 
Veterans consists of 36 trailers for married men and two barracks build¬ 
ings for single veterans. During the farm machinery course other housing 
is made available for veterans attending the winter quarter. 
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The N-I displays an honor roll of former students who served in the 
armed forces during World War II. It hangs in the main hall of Carnegie 
Hall, along with a picture gallery of servicemen. Gold star names number 
32, for each of whom an evergreen tree has been planted on the campus. 

Vocational training, particularly appealing to war veterans, is stressed 
at the N-I. The college gives the only Industrial Arts degree from Wisconsin 
to Colorado, and also emphasizes home economics, machine shop training and 
a full four year business course. 
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Social activities at the college center around the “Dustie Den,” 
a grill and soda fountain built last year. It contains seating room for 
about 30 students, as well as the college bookstore. Homecoming is 
the biggest single activity on the campus, traditionally a “Roundup** of 
former students. Dacotah Hall, the home of women students during their 
college years, has been made into one of the most attractive homes of its 
kind, with each room individually decorated.
